AX  IXSTuUVTI  VE  LIFE. 

Tbe  death  of  TttOBLOW  Wkkd  directs  at 
teation  to  a  career  which  baa  ita  inccutivea 
to  tbe  young  men  of  our  day.  Many  of  his 
fellow-cUixetia  differ  largely  from  him  iu 
aeutiuieuts  cherished  by  him  from  early  life. 
They  do  not  aliare  In  that  anti-maa>mic  spirit 
which  animated  him  at  tha  outset  o*  his 
public  life,  and  which  he  retained,  though 
latterly  lu  more  quiet  ways,  until  the  end  of 
bis  life.  They  were  not  all  identified  with 
him  In  his  political  convictions. 

Bu‘  in  geueral  principles  which  made  his 
life  a  eo-ntneudable  success  most  will  agree. 
Like  other  furemoet  men  of  our  history  he 
began  life  in  humble  circums  ances.  He 
was  employed  as  a  cabin-boy  and  io  a  black- 
smith  a  shop.  Ue  learned  the  prate,  a  trade 
l  while  yet  a  boy.  In  the  war  of  1812  he  served 
as  sdrnmmer,  private  and  Quarter  Master  s 
Bergeant.  W  hile  yet  scarcely  of  age  he  be¬ 
came  an  Editor,  in  which  capacity  he  served 
for  rnaay  yean,  on  different  journals,  nu«t 
conspicuously  on  the  Albany  Etc  am  g  Jour¬ 
nal. 

In  the  stormy  political  discussions  and 
agitation*  which  extended  tbr^aghe  geuent- 
tlooof  yean  and  culminated  iu  the  war  of 
Kebellion  Mr.  Wbed  was  an  important  fac¬ 
tor,  and  exerted  a  large  influence  in  th» 
nomination  and  election  of  public  officers — 
from  State  to  National  positions,  frutn  Gov¬ 
ernor  le  President.  lie  appears  to  have 
been  gulled  in  his  political  life,  not  by  a 
deeire  for  personal  elevation  nor  profit;  but 
declining  office  himself,  he  sought  rather 
the  auccees  of  the  men  whom  he  believed 
would  render  best  service  to  the  principles 
of  which  he  was  a  zealous  advocate.  At 
times  he  sacrificed  his  first  choice  of  mm; 
preferring  the  triumph  of  bis  party  to  that 
of  an  individual.  He  was  a  “power  behind 
the  throne.”  While  ardently  devoted  to  his 
party,  he  did  not  surrender  his  independence 
„  of  judgement,  and  would  accept  the  defeat 
ef  his  preferences  without  being  soured  to¬ 
wards  his  associates. 

He  was  the  intimate  associate  and  peer  of 
6lwarO  and  Greeley.  He  rendered  im¬ 
portant  service  to  the  country,  at  home  and 
abroad,  during  the  civil  war  in  our  land. 
To  the  last,  he  maintained  and  manifested 
his  interest  in  tbe  affairs  of  state. 

As  one  who  by  force  of  mind  and  with  in 
iegrity  of  Character  carved  a  path  of  hooor 
able  success  for  himself,  he  is  worthy  of 
imitation;  as  a  kind,  generous- hearted  man 
he  is  to  be  commended.  The  new  genera¬ 
tion  stepping  into  the  arena  Cof  action  will 
find  much  Instruction  in  a, careful  study  of 
the  life  of  Mr.  Wkbd  un  uf  all  the  grankf 
lives  identified  with  our  Nation  which  are 
passing  from  e^rth;  and  reverently 
unite  in  do.ng  hBmor  to  their  memory.

it  is  trne  that  a  wise  direction  will  guard 
against  aa  undue  amount  ef  the  different 
subjects.  Vet  the  mind  is  kept  at  work  al- 
most  uninterruptedly.  The  boys  suffer  leea 
than  the  girls;  because,  as  the  ratio  of 
marking  generally  exhibits,  they  do  not  give 
that  earnest  attention  to  the  work  which  the 
oibsiw  devote  to  this.

•be  Kev.  8.  W.  Duffleld.  of  the  VVe-imluftter 
Pre»6>teriaa  Cburcb,  waa  au  able  produciion, 
preached  iu  a  aplriteii  aud  effective  niauncr.  It 
was  eompreheuaive  in  matter  aud  eoociae  lu 
worda.  Tbe  aubject  of  the  dlecoura-  waa 
"Cbrlaiian  Cltlzcngbip’'  and  wu  bated  upon 
the  w#ru*  Ad*  xxicSB:  “Ami  the  chief  captain 
ana  acred,  ‘With  a  great  auiu  obtained  I  tbia 
freedom.’  Audi  Pauf  aaid,  'But  I  waa  free  b«irn  ' " 
The  aermou  opened  wjth  a  reference  to  Cicero 'a 
m  taterlr  prwaqription  of  ferret,  who  had  uu- 
b ceded  the  earnest  cry  of  Gavtua,  ”1  am  a  Ro- 
mau  citlzeu,"  and  bad  put  him  to  a  shameful 
death.  The  climax  of  the  address  of  the  Rouiau 
orato-  was  reached  In  the  use  of  that  unheeded 
cry.

which  Jea  is  of  Nazareth  sraa  aa  alien. 

8|>«aklQg  of  the  birth  of  Jeeu*  when  Route 
domm  iie.l  ibe  world  the  preacher  add:  “He 
wua  a  subject  of  Home,  the  child  of  a  conquer¬ 
ed  people  iu  a  conquered  province.  Ue  wa» 
like  a  piant  that  mus-  grow  up  iu  the  dry  ground 
of  Jt-wiah  formalism  aad  dead  religion,  ami 
must  nrt-ak  its  way  through  the  crust  of  tax¬ 
ation,  oppression,  aad  denial  of  civil  righta. 
And  In  spite  of  all  these  things  Jeans  Christ 
dared  to  announce  and  even  to  seal  with  his 
ood  >he  doctrine  of  CbrUliau  citizenship.

of  Calvary  bad,  and  will  Inevitably  have,  a 
share  In  the  welfare  of  hi*  race.  It  is  thence¬ 
forth  impossible  that  tbe  Chriaftian  idea  shall 
uot  peuetrste  governments.  Inspire  philosophies 
ami  modify  laws.  Christianity  became  respoti 
elide  fur  the  liftiug  off  of  bondage  and  the 
breaking  of  every  yoke— aud  from  the  day  of 
tbe  C'ntctfixior  a  new  voice  hat  gone  out  to  the 
world,  auuouuclng  tbe  acceptable  year  of  the 
Lord.”

as  illustrated  lit  the  group  of  Chi ia  inn  discip¬ 
le*  just  after  the  Crucifixion  who  united  iu  the 
sacrifice  of  certaiu  ioulviduai  right  a  ful's  great¬ 
er  common  good;  as  seen  in  the  moral  bueia 
placed  underneath  society  aud  caaeiilial  >o  true 
character,  and  without  which,  aa  ft'lutarcb  raid, 
“a  city  could  nisrr  easily  be  built  without 
grouud.” 

Tbe  Cbriathia  idea  exalts  God.  tbe  recogni¬ 
tion  of  whose  supremacy,  accordiug  to  the  tes¬ 
timony  of  tbe  wise  of  earth  aud  tbe  experi¬ 
ence  of  nations,  is  raaeuliul  to  ths 
national  weak  It  aims  at  educating  "lb# 
individual  into  a  recognition  of  ftbe  rights  aud 
claims  ef  hie  neighbor.”  "A  Christian  state

"We 
are  adjusting  the  freedom  of  man  to  the  new 
environments  of  steam  and  electricity  aad 
the  world-wide  sweep  of  white  roiBmerv 
wings  su.l  the  great  clasped  hands  of  tb  •  broth¬ 
erhood  uf  nations.” 

As  to  the  dee  iay  of  Christian  citizenship  no¬ 
where  can  the  quest  loo*.  s<>  full  of  moment, 
relating  to  it  be  no  trujy  answered  a a  in  the 
l  uited  States."  "la  this  rcDresrutotlve  feder¬ 
al  Republic  ia  si  last  found  the  proper  com¬ 
bination  of  soil  aud  light  and  moisture  and 
warmth  to  produce  that  tree  of  God  whose 
leaves  (.hall  be  for  Lbe  healing  o i  tbe  natious.” 

'Each  year  has  of  late  shown  us  more  aud 
mo'-e  of  the  dangers  bv  whieh  we  are  beset.
